New Y obk, July 2Sth.—The Commercial 
lUdlitin has the following about hops ; 
There have been neither sales nor bids 
thus far this week that would justify quot­ 
ing over 27 cents as the strictly cash price 
for Slate hops in this market." The very 
highest iigure that can be based upon any­ 
thing approaching actual business is 26 
cents, which to-day was offered by a large 
local brewer. 
Quotations of 30 cents, m ade 
by certain local reports, m isrepresent the 
m arket, and are evidently prom pted by a 
desire “ to be there ” should a demand set 
iu th at would advance prices here to a 
parity of the present cost in the interior. 
T he condition of the m arket, briefly stated, 
is there are no buyers at sellers' prices and 
110 sellers at prices generally bid. 
We hear 
that a prom inent brewer, who bad a rep­ 
resentative in the hop district, offered .'54 
cents for 188G i ’acities, laid down here, 
while 30 cents, free on board, on coast is 
the highest price actually touched thus far. 
A dispatch from Cooperstowm, N. Y., 
says : 
Heavy rains have fallen w ithin the 
last two days, but w ithout any prospect of 
beneiit to the hop crop. The deficiency of 
moisture in the earlier stages of growth so 
disabled the vines from resisting the dam ­ 
age caused by lice, that any degree of re­ 
covery, even of late varieties of hops, is now 
beyond hope. 
Jam es F. Clark, 
the 
best authority 
among brewers in this section, to-day ex­ 
pressed his opinion that the average pro­ 
duct of all the hop counties will not ex­ 
ceed ten per cent, of an average crop, which 
will be entirely of low grade. 
T his Is be­ 
coming the very general estimate. 
A special correspondent of the Utica 
Ilerahl writes from Oneona, New York, 
that m any yards will not Ira visited by 
pickers this year. 
Á good many of the 
yards are planted to potatoes or sowed with 
buckwheat. 
Not to exceed one-eighth of a 
crop will he harvested. 
Hops are, on the 
whole, looking better in the southern sec­ 
tion of the county, but will probably m ake 
but a trifle if any better showing by pick­ 
ing tim e than those in the northern and 
central sections. 
It is understood local dealers have placed 
orders for California hojis. A m em ber of a 
large California firm said to your corre­ 
spondent this m orning regarding the report 
from Canajoharie that the hop crop was 
ruined: “ We consider the account some­ 
what exaggerated. 
As a m atter of fact, 
while the position is strong, we find a dif­ 
ficulty to sell good 1885 States at 25 cents, 
and good 1885 California at 22 cents. 
The 
m arket is quiet. 
Yesterday reports were 
here to the effect that new shoots were ap­ 
pearing on the hop vines, and that the 
farmers arc carefully watching them .

THE PBESS AND 
THE COURTS. 


In the Superior Court of San Francisco 
a filthy divorce ease is being tried. 
The 
details arc too scandalous for even mere 
reference. 
In the exercise of its rights, 
and in protection of public morality, and 
for the conservation of the ends of justice, 
the Court ordered its doors closed, and put 
all parties to the case under orders not to 
repeat the wretched details, nor to furnish 
them for publication. 
However, the San 
Francisco Examiner managed to find a 
traitor 
in 
the ramp, and 
published 
from day to day the filthy details with 
such partial suppression as made them 
still more objectionable—-just as half dis- 
robement is more scandalous than nudity. 
Thereupon the Court called all the parties 
before it, and each of them under oath 
denied having broken the injunction of 
secrecy. 
A reporter for the Examiner was 
then called in, and admitting that he had 
written the reports, and refusing to di­ 
vulge the source of his information, was 
committed to prison for contempt. 
He was 
bailed out, and legal proceedings have been 
commenced to shelter him from the order 
for contempt. Thus far all is clear enough. 
The Court’s order of commitment was 
clearly justified. 
Unless the Courts of the 
land possess the power to protect them­ 
selves from the Paul Prys of the press, and 
to maintain their dignity, there is an end 
of self-government. It is not Judge Sul­ 
livan who is upon the bench of the Su­ 
perior Court of San Francisco, but the 
people of the State. Those who defy the 
orders of a Court do not offend against 
tiie individual upon the judgment seat, 
but against the sovereign himself—in this 
country, the people and every individual 
person of the community. 
It may be 
deemed ‘‘smart,” “sensational,” “ live,” and 
all that, to invade the order of a Court 
and defeat an end it has conserved, but 
properly viewed it is an assault upon 
free 
institutions. 
For 
it 
cultivates 
contemptuous disregard for our Courts, the 
bulwarks of our liberties ; it fosters disre­ 
spect for due authority, and encourages the 
sentiment that considers orderly govern­ 
ment the enemy of personal liberty, a thing 
to be contemned, reviled and spit ujion. 
ll these are rightjdispositions to cultivate 
in our children ; if this is the proper spirit 
to encourage among the people, let us con­ 
tinue to assail public men and institutions 
out of hand, to suspect all things of foul­ 
ness. to break down the regard for the con­ 
stituted authority of the people. 
A Sen­ 
ator the other day, in the Legislature of 
California, declared his lielief that the 
time had come to call a halt to the assaults 
of the press upon the characters of public 
men. So it has. To honest, straight-for­ 
ward criticism there never has Iieen and 
never can lie reasonable objection; for ex­ 
posure of fraud and corruption in public 
servants there should be only applause; as 
a watch and ward over public affairs and a 
tireless guardian of public interests, the 
press is a needed and commendable intiu- 
ence. 
But for wholesale indulgence in in­ 
mundo, carping suspicion, the repetition of 
mere airy rumor, the seandal-monging by 
the newspaper, the vague and misty .as­ 
saults upon private character, in press or 
in voice, there should be nothing but con­ 
demnation and punishment. 
More dan­ 
gerous, mean and scandalous are the meth­ 
ods employed to bring the Courts into 
contempt and to work the defeat of their 
orders. 
The Examiner scandalizes itself it 
encourages lawlessness, it degrades journal­ 
ism when it attempts to excuse the meth­ 
ods it employed to defeat the rule of the 
Court ami to seek justification of the 
means in the ends it attains.. 
Hear it: 
llow its repórter acquired the facts is a matter 
for tbe exclusive consideration of the manager 
of this journal. The public is only concerned 
in knowing that the facts are torrect. We do 
not mean to say that the Court has no right to 
employ all the reasonable means at its com­ 
mand to enforce its order of secrecy aud expose 
they leak through which the facts have found 
their way to the public, but its jurisdiction, we 
respectfully submit, extends no farther than to 
the officers of the Court and the litigants in the 
case. 
Right at this point a question arises 
which has confronted the Courts in nearly every 
American city for years past. What authority 
has a Court over persons outside of the ease it 
tries and outside of the place of trial with no 
visible connection with the case 1 
A Court lias no authority whatever if it 
has nut the |x>wor to unearth crime in 
whatever corner it seeks hiding. The con­ 
temptuous treatment of its orders is a 
crime of a certain class, mid a very danger­ 
ous one. 
The jurisdiction of the Court ex­ 
tends to whomsoever violates its order. 
That order is to all men. 
The very fart 
that surreptitious means were employed to 
secure |a report of the proceedings testi­ 
fies to the knowledge of the rejtorter and 
the journal that their acts were in viola­ 
tion of the orders of the Court. 
The case 
then is not simply a trial ot wits between 
the Court on the one side, aud the news­ 
paper on the other, hut of the deliberate 
intentional and planned violation of the 
order of a tribunal of the people, which it 
was competent to make, and which it is 
the doty of every self-respecting citizen 


to obey. 
The newspaper ntan has no more 
right to violate it than one of the parties 
or attorneys or witnesses to the rase. Títere 
is no broader privilege to the man who 
happens to control a few types anti a 
cylinder press than to any other citizen, 
and lie has no license to defeat the ends of 
justice that is not jxissessed by the citizen 
who does not commit his ideas to print. 
The ease of the Examiner in itself is a 
small one, but the principle involved is 
one of surpassing magnitude. 
We should 
feel self-reproach if we permitted the occa­ 
sion to pass, without as one of the press, 
entering our protest against the fallacy of 
the defense set up by our San Francisco 
contemporary.

A caucus of the dominant party in the 
Legislature has unanimously agreed that 
on Tuesday next there shall begin the 
election of a United States Senator to suc­ 
ceed Mr. Hearst. This is simply obeying 
the mandate of the law. 
We cannot con­ 
ceive how it would he possible for legisla­ 
tors regardful of their oaths to do other­ 
wise. 
There tire a few persons, however, 
in California who entertain the idea that 
the refusal of the Senate to act may bar 
the proceedings. But this is chimerical. 
If the Senate should decline todo its duty, 
refuse to act, the result will be simply the 
same as if it had failed by majority to 
agree upon a person as United States 
Senator, and the joint convention would 
follow. 
It is impossible for one house to 
prevent an election being held. 
But we 
do not entertain any sort of a suspicion 
that the Democratic Senators will refuse to 
do their duty, or that they will by any 
subterfuge seek to avoid it and put those 
present at the lime designated to the 
remedy provided for compelling their at­ 
tendance. 
These Democratic Senators 
have quite as high a sense of duty as their 
brethren of the other political color; they 
have as much regard for obligations as­ 
sumed as any others of that house, 
and they are their peers in intelligence 
and observance of the proprieties, 
it is 
unthinkable that such men will attempt to 
prevent the inevitable. The law of the 
ease is perfectly clear and not susceptible 
of two meanings. 11 reads: 
Each house shall openly, by a viva voce vote 
of each member present, name one i>vrson for 
Senator in Congress from such State, and tbe 
name of the person so voted for, who receives a 
majority of the whole number of votes cast iu 
each house, shall be entered on the journal of 
that house by the Clerk or Secretary thereof; or 
if either house fails t' I give such majority to any 
Iiorson on that day, the fact shall be entered oil 
the journal. At 12 o'clock meridiau ot the day 
following that ou which proceedings arc re­ 
quired to take place as aforesaid, the members 
of the two houses shall convene iu joint assem­ 
bly, and the journal of each house shall then he 
read ; and if the same person has received a 
majority of all the votes in each house, he shall 
be declared duly elected Senator. Hut if the 
saíne person has not received a majority ot the 
votes in each house, or if either house has failed to 
take proceedings as required by this sect ton, the joint 
assembly shall then proceed to choose, by a viva 
voce vote of each member present, a persen for 
Senator : aud the person who receives a majority 
of all the votes of the joint assembly, a majority 
of all the members elected to both houses being 
present and voting, shall be declared duly 
elected. If no person receives such a majority 
on the first day. tbe joint assembly shall meet at 
12 o'clock meridian of eacbsucceedingday dur­ 
ing the session of the Legislature, and shall 
take at least one vote until a Senator is elected. 
So it will be seen that if the Democrat 
should go mad and lose their wits to the 
extent of absenting themselves, it would 
not make a particle of difference, for a 
Senator would be chosen just the same 
Evidently Section 15 of the Revised St ti­ 
ntes as given above was framed purpose­ 
fully to defeat any sort of chicane by 
which an election might lie defeated. 


SACRAMENTO AND THE FRUIT TRADE. 


The San Francisco Alta says; 
Organization of the fruit trade has proved 
that .Sacramento is to !« the center of shipment. 
It has developed a new industry tor tiiat good 
city, and has madei it the focus of this great 
commerce. (>ur State capital is to be to the fruit 
trade of the State—what Chicago is to the grain 
trade of the Mediterranean States. Thousands 
of carloads will leave that city every vear. 
Re 
ginning with the April cherries, the May 
peaches, the June apricots, the Julv plums, 
prunes and pears, the August grapes,‘and then 
passing to the late fruits, which reach the East 
as far behind the Eastern season as these are 
ahead of i t : finally the orange crop of central 
and northern California wiil keep up a constant 
How of shipments to an eager market, so that 
uqt more than one month in the year will he 
without its fresh fruits to forward from that city. 
Collateral to the fruit trade must grow up a com­ 
merce iu fresh vegetables. California has new 
potatoes, green peas, string beaus, cabbage, 
cauliflower and salads every month in the year. 
They are all hardy and bear shipment. They 
can tie put into the Chicago m arket in four days 
irom the garden, and into New York iu six. 
There is no reason why an excellent trade 
should not lie made in these products. Florida 
is our only riva1. but Florida is incapable of a 
perpetual succession of crops. 
' 
The only error in this |ilca-ant state­ 
ment is in the recital that the fruit trade 
has developed a new industry for Sacra­ 
mento. 
It is not new; its broader devel­ 
opment is simply the result of old and con 
fessed commercial advantages of this lo­ 
cality. 
As far back as twelve years 
ago 
this was 
a 
fruit 
trade center, 
and 
fruit 
shipments first went 
East 
from this point» sixteen years ago. 
We 
do not tli ink we exceed t lie bounds of 
truth when we say that for the most of 
the time since horticulture tiecame a prom 
inent industry iu California, Sacramento 
lias lieen the chief point for the outjiut of 
fruit from the Stale. The natural reasons 
that make this a favored locality for tin 
business have augmented with the build­ 
ing of new lines of transportation and the 
development of tbe country, but lieyond 
that the causes are the same—it is, in 
short, only an increase in facilities and op­ 
portunities. This city is the focal point 
for a vast trade iu central and northern 
California, and by reason of the converg­ 
ence here 
of several 
important 
di­ 
verging lines of transportation into valley 
and foothill and to the coast, it is the one 
point of all others for the easy aggrega­ 
tion of fruit crops for final parking, prior 
to the trip across the mountains. 
With 
the extension of fruit and vegetable cul­ 
ture, this city, as the Alta well says, will 
augment it- importance as a trade center 
for these products. 
W ith the enhanced 
commercial value of this market will How 
in other factors of trade, and contribute to 
the enlargement of the general business of 
the city, ana especially the jobbing trade 
for the north and interior, and for which 
Sacramento is now the natural and chief 
depot of supply. 


T h e Oregonian says: 
The trouble with the river and harbor bill is 
the same difficulty that paralyzes all efforts of 
either party to revise or reform the tariff. Every 
member of Congress makes some sop to his con­ 
stituents the condition of his suoporí oi the bill. 
In consequence the bill always pets loaded 
down with a lot of refuse matter, wliieh robs it 
of all reform quality if it becomes a law. or per­ 
suades a protesting Executive to reto it. 
This is the most concise statement of the 
case yet made. 
The way to avoid all this 
difficulty is to prepare tour distinct bills, 
one embracing harbor appropriations on 
sea coasts, one ou internal harbors, one on 
navigable river improvements, and one 
embracing

artificial ways and all 
schemes to create navigable channels. 
By 
tli is means 4i riders’’ can be prevented and 
all the “ sop” coniined to one bill, which 
may thus be more easily killed.

ASS EM HLY. 


The Assembly was called to order at 10 a. m.. 
Speaker Parks in the chair. Quorum present. 
Firebaugh presented a petition from the Sail 
Francisco Bar, protesting against any inter­ 
ference by the Legislature with the Supreme 
Court. The petition has heretofore been pub­ 
lished in the KecoR 1>UNion. 'Jhe petition was 
referred to the Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments. 
Petitions from “ the people,” asking for “ im­ 
mediate legislation” upon the water question, 
come pouring in daily from every county in the 
State from Del Norte to San Diego, and they are 
carted oil’ to the rooms of the Irrigation Com­ 
mittee. 
Yesterday Douglas. 
Heath. Motiitt, 
IInut, Bouclier and Watson of 
El Dorado 
handed iu several each, the signatures number­ 
ing up into the thousands. 
Heath. Chairman of the Committee on Con­ 
stitutional Amendments, reported back Davis’ 
constitutional amendment No. 3, relative to the 
reorganization of the Supreme Court, and 
recommended that it do not pass. It was drawn 
in accordance with the expre.-sed wish of the 
Governor in his proclamation, and one ot the 
two things for which the extra session was 
called. 
Yule of Trinity moved that the amendmeut 
be recommitted to the committee, ami that 
they be directed to so ameud it, or recommend 
a substitute that will accord with the expressed 
wish of the Governor. lie thought it hardly 
the fair thing to bring a member from Trinity 
to Sacramento for the r»urpoce of reorganizing 
the Supreme Court, and then to have an organ­ 
ized committee to sit down upon his every effort 
in that direction. If the irrigation committee 
would act in a similar manner, totally disre­ 
garding the desires of tliechiei Executive, thea 
would their work for this session be at an end. 
All the lawyers on the floor, with one excep­ 
tion, fought this resolution, but, as one member 
remarked, litigants are more interested iu the 
per oualitv of tlie Court than lawyers, and the 
motion of the Trinity statesman was carried by 
the following vote :

Edwards withdrew his constitutional am end­ 
ment. introduced a few days ago, relative to the 
construction of ditches and canals, and offered 
a substitute therefor. 
THE SPECIAL ORDER. 
The special order of the day was Assembly 
Concurrent Resolutions No. 1, relative to the 
sale of public lands. It was taken up, and its 
author, Firebaugh. argued at length in favor of 
its passage. The preamble and resolution are 
as fallows : 
Whereas, The great valley of California, be­ 
tween latitude 31° 50', near Fort Tejou, ami 4u° 
40', near Shasta, with an extreme length of five 
hundred and fifty miles, and an average width 
of sixty miles, lying between the Coast Range 
and Sierra Nevada mountains, and containing 
an area of nearly thirty-five thousand square 
miles, or more than twenty two million acres of 
land—an area nearly equal.in extent to half of 
all the Middle States—possesses all the elements 
of fertility, except moisture, and has a climate 
agreeable in winter, hot and desiccating in sum­ 
mer, but yet not enervating nor unfavorable to 
industry; and, whereas, ah of this great domain 
is wonderfully feriile, and capable of being 
made to yield what in other countries would be 
considered fabulous crops, ol ail the useful 
grains, fruits, berries, vegetables, nuts ami 
grasses, if stimulated by water, applied by irri­ 
gation to bring out its fertility and make it 
useful: and, whereas, the sources from which 
wa‘er for irrigation may be obtained belong, in 
the m ain, to the United States, being situated 
upon, arising in, aud Bowing through the 
mountains bordering this great valley, which 
mountains arc largely public land of the United 
States; 
but, under the existing laws, the 
innavigable streams aud lakes, the sources in 
question, will, when the land is sold, pass to 
the purchasers, and render very difficult, if not 
impossible, the application of these waters to 
the greatest good—the irrigation of the valley ; 
and whereas, if said waters arc dedicated to the 
State for public use, under legislative control, 
for irrigation, mining, manufacturing ami other 
beneficial uses, they w ill be devoted to the gen­ 
eral and greatest good in ehaugiug sightless 
deserts into fruitful farms ami perennial loveli­ 
ness. whilst otherwise they will be grabbed by 
monopolists^!!d held to their individual use, to 
the detriment of the general public and the iu- 
jury of the State. Therefore, 
li' Sdlnd by the Assembly of the State of California, 
the Senate concurring, That our Senators and Rep­ 
resentatives in Congress be requested to urge the 
amendment oí the United States statutes relative 
to the sale of public lands in the State of Cali­ 
fornia, so that hereafter the innavigable streams 
and lakes therein will not be conveyed with the 
land, and to obtain, it possible, a dedication to 
the State of such streams aud lakes, for public 
use, under legislative control, for irrigation, 
mining, m anufacturing and other beneficial 
uses. 
Rctolvcd% That his Excellency the Governor is 
requested to transm it to our Senators and Rep- 
sentatives iu Congress a copy of these resolu­ 
tions. 
As would naturally be expected, these resolu­ 
tions met with violent opposition lrom every ir­ 
riga! ionist in the House. Dr. May said ll tins 
resolution was passed the members might as 
well take their gripsacks and start for their 
homes. “ It was a riparian clam rolled in irri­ 
gation meal.” The very question, he said, 
they were called upon to consider was whether, 
when a man purchased land, he purch used the 
water with it. 
Speaker Parks took the floor and made a vig­ 
orous speech against the resolutions. He-denied 
the right of property in water to any one until 
it had been appropriated. No one can sit still 
and let the water pass by and continue in pos­ 
session until it reaches the sea. Water becomes 
property after appropriated and put to a legiti­ 
mate use. The .State can appropriate the water, 
and it would be public policy to do so. 
McGlashan opposed the resolutions, though lie 
said tbe question of the claims of the Govern­ 
ment must be met in some way. He did not 
believe there should be any ownership ol water 
except by appropriation. 
On motion of Firebaugh, the resolutions were 
made the special order for Friday morning at 11 
o’clock. 
The .Speaker read a notff-e requesting the Re­ 
publican Assemblymen to meet the Republican 
•Senators in joint caucus at 2:30 i*. m., iu the Su­ 
preme Court room, aud the Assembly then ad­ 
journed.

The Senate Committee ou Irrigation and 
Water Rights hela its first regular meeting yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
• 
On motion ot Lowe,the committee took up for 
consideration Senate Bill No. 1, introduced by 
Del Valle. So ordered. The author of the bill 
stated that he had a substitute to offer for the 
bill, which m aterially altered the scope of the 
original. 
Cross moved that the committee report the 
original bill back to the Senate, with a request 
that it be withdrawn aud the substitute allowed 
to take its place. Carried. The original bill 
reads as follows ; 
An Act concerning the ownership of water in 
natural navigable streams, and providing for 
the acquisition thereof by appropriation. 
Section 1. The water of every natural innavi­ 
gable stream, within the State of California, is 
hereby declared to be- the property of the pub­ 
lic. and is dedicated to the use of the people of 
the State, subject to appropriation, diversion 
aud use for irrigation or other beneficial pur­ 
poses; and the right to divert unappropriated 
waters of any natural innavigable stream to 
such beneficial nses shall never l*e denied. 
Prior appropriation, whether heretofore or here­ 
after made, to any such use, shall give the bet­ 
ter right, and the right of appropriation shall 
be exercised under legislative regulations. The 
English common law oí riparian rights, so far 
as it conflicts with this Act, shall not be recog­ 
nized as a rule of decision in auy Courts of this 
State. 
Following is the substitute: “ The waters of 
all natural streams within the State are herebv 
declared to be the property of the j*eople ot tbe 
State. Such water may be diverted ami used 
for irrigation and ether beneficial purposes, 
under regulations prescribed by law; provided 
that navigation innavigable streams under con­ 
trol of the I nited States shall not be imnaired: 
and provided that the rights now acquired to 
appropriate, divert tn d use water shall not be 
impaired so long as such water is applied to th e 
purposes for which the same has been appro­ 
priated.” 
The committee next took up for consideration 
Senate bill No. 5. introduced by Whitney. 
The 
title of the bill is: “An Act to declare the title 
to water in rivers, streams, lakes and ponds, 
and the right to use them ." 
[It has aireadv 
been published in these Columns.] 
Mr. Whitney explained to the committee the 
merits of the bill, which were discussed at some 
length, and finally a debate ensued between 
Senators Reddy, Cross. Whitney, Saxe, Spencer 
ami others on the irrigation question in general, 
which consumed the tim e oi the committee up 
to nearly 6 o’clock. The Whitney bilL was ex­ 
plained to be merely a declaration of tne exist­ 
ing condition of affairs ac regards water rights. 
Xr. Reddy held that tfie recent decision of the 
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Supreme <^)urt is a sufficient declaration of the 
law upon the subject, and argued that any fur­ 
ther legislation iu that direction, by merely de­ 
claring such and such to be the case, would be 
useless. He held that no good could come from 
“declaring” the waters of the State to be public 
property, etc., as under this decision the State 
owns no water—has none, 
iu 
<act. 
That 
which is running in the streams belongs (by 
this decision) to the rii arianists. The only 
course to pursue is to em jow er somebody ou the 
’ part of the State to acquire water that may be 
devoted to a public use. Then the State will 
have water, and not till then. After that is 
done it will be time enough to devise a means 
for its distribution. A change in the Constitu­ 
tion is required in order to establish either State 
or district authority to acquire water. This 
provision must be put into the Constitution in 
order to make it lawful, for noneot the methods 
proposed to distribute the waters of streams can 
be legal under the present Constitution-, as de­ 
fined by the Supreme Court. All that this Legis­ 
lature can do is to submit to the people a proper 
amendmeut to the Constitution, and let them 
say whether they want any of that busiucssor 
not. If they do, the next’ Legislature, coming 
direct and fresh from the people, will lie able to 
legislate intelligently upon the subject—not 
perfectly, of course, for it will he the work of 
years and years to frame perfect laws. 
Mr. Cross thought that iu order to proceed 
intelligent! * at this time, some recognized basis 
must be laid for action. The people do not tin 
derstand the situation, and he thought it safe 
and advisable to arrive at some mutual under­ 
standing, or declaration, of the existing status 
of the question of water rights, and then legis­ 
late with that for a common basis or .starting 
point. 
Mr. Spencer thought the question at issue to 
be the most momentous and difficult one «hat 
ever confronted the legislators of the State. He 
did not believe it possible for any body of men 
to legislate understanding! v upon a problem so 
difficult without long aud deep study and inves­ 
tigation. He did not know but that the better 
plan would be for the present Legislature to se­ 
lect a Commission, to be composed of the ablest 
men in the State, to study the question from 
now until the meeting of the next Legislature, 
and then submit to that body the result of its 
investigatious. With all deference to the abili­ 
ties of the members of the committee, and of 
the Legislature, he did not believe there was a 
man in the State capable at this time of solving 
the problem in a way that would do full justice 
to all interests at stake. 
Mr. Whituey believed his bill to be a correct 
condensation of the existing laws of this state 
and foreign irrigation countries on the subject, 
aud thought It" passage would facilitate mat­ 
ters. 
It was finally determined to continue the fur­ 
ther consideration of the Whitney bill until the 
next meeting. 
A BILL RECOMMENDED. 
The Assembly Committee on Irrigation met 
last evening, and took up for consideration As 
semblv Bill No. 1, introduced by Motiitt of Ala­ 
meda, an Act to repeal Section 1122 of the Civil 
Code. 
Motiitt moved that it be referred back t*> the 
Assembly, with a recommendation that it do 
pass. 
Walrath moved to amend by striking out the 
recommendation. He thought the bill should 
be referred back to the House without recom­ 
mendation. 
Moflitt defended his motion, saying that the 
repeal of Section 1122 would wipe out the ac­ 
quisition of riparian rights in the future, but 
would not interfere with vested rights already 
acquired. 
Woodward was in favor of the amendment. 
This was an extreme bill, and one which, in bis 
opinion, could not pdfs. He said a middle and 
more equitable position must be taken. Unless 
a middle ground was adopted no legislation 
could be secured. 
W alrath’s amendment was defeated by the 
following vote: 
Ayes—Culver, Gregory, Kalben, Woodward 
W alrath—». 
Noes—Ash, Claik. De Witt. Edwards, Goucher, 
Hussey, Hazard, Monday. Moffitt, McDonald, 
l ’atterson. Reeves, Swayne—13. 
Moilin's resolution then prevailed. 
Munday introduced a substitute for the De 
Witt bill—No. 3—which is identical with that 
introduced in the Senate by Del Valle.

T h e I r r ig a tio n P ro b le m . 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : 
It is more condu­ 
cive to the interest of any comm unity that 
the tru th should be known, than that po­ 
litical demagogues should be allowed to 
mislead the people by tlieir specious soph­ 
isms for the purpose of inducing them to 
sanction and adopt measures not war­ 
ranted either by national or State law. 
The irrigation principle upon which the 
Legislature is called to act has no legal 
standing either in law, equity or justice. 
I do not believe it is in the interest of the 
laboring classes to allow a wealthy land 
syndicate that have gobbled up millions of 
acres of desert land to monopolize nil the 
water rights and privileges in the State. 
Our canal and ditch owners have vested 
rights by Act of Congress. In this county 
there is no surplus water except in the 
wet season, when it is not needed for irri­ 
gation in the valleys. The wants of our 
agriculturists in the foothills cannot be 
supplied by our m ining canals and ditches 
though they carry all the water of our 
m ountain stream s when it is required for 
irrigation. The only way to have surplus 
water in this county is by building large 
reservoirs for storing water. Building dams 
and reservoirs would cost the State m il­ 
lions. 
I do not believe this privilege is 
asked for the benefit of our landless prior. 
I think it is more for the benefit of these 
soulless monopolists than to benefit the 
citizens of the State generally. If the State 
had the constitutional power (which it has 
not! to take from the foothill owners of 
land their riparian rights, it would be an 
unjust proceeding to deprive settlers of 
their water privileges. 
The Legislatures of 
this State have form erly passed some very 
foolish and unconstitutional Acts, in con­ 
flict w ith national law, which have been 
repudiated by Congress and declared un­ 
constitutional by the Suprem e Court of the 
United States. 
I can instance m any such 
Acts, but it is sufficient to say that the 
Legislature of the State of California had 
no constitutional power to crant to foreign­ 
ers the right to m ine on the public domain 
on the paym ent of a tax. 
In conclusion, I 
will say that Governor Stoneiuan's political 
irrigation gun being discharged at the pres­ 
ent time is. in my opinion, more likeiy to 
kill his friends than foes.

THE 
STATE CAPÍTOL. 


H o w , W h e n an«l liy W h o m C o n s tr u c te d — 
I n te r e s tin g R e m in isc e n c e s. 
Yesterday at the Capital Hotel a num ber 
of gentlemen were discussing the question, 
who was the architect of the State Capitol, 
and as there was a wide diversity of opin­ 
ion the m atter was referred to a represent­ 
ative of the R e c o rd -U n io n . In looking up 
the m atter we find the following facts, 
which will no doubt prove interesting to 
m an y : 
On the 18th of April, 1850, a law was 
passed by the Legislature which provided 
that the State should issue its bonds for 
$300.000 to build a State Capitol on the 
block bounded by I and J, N inth and 
Tenth streets, the city of Sacramento hav­ 
ing deeded it for that purpose. The build­ 
ing was to he completed on or before 
January 1, 1858. A contract was let to 
Joseph Nougues for $200.000, and ground 
for the new building broken December 4, 
1850. The Act was afterwards declared u n ­ 
constitutional, the project abandoned, the 
lot redeeded to the city, and to-day is the 
splendidly improved plaza of our capital 
city. 
Ón the 4th of April, 1SG0, the Supervisors 
deeded to the State the tract of land bound­ 
ed bv L and N, Tenth and Twelfth streets. 
On July 14. 1860, the plans of XI. F. Butler 
were adopted, which entitled him to $1,500 
and the superintendency of construction of 
the building. The Slate Capitol Commis­ 
sioners were B. B. Redding, A. Redington 
and Edgar Mi 11s. 
September 10, 1860, the 
contract was signed by the Commissioners 
and Xlicliael Fennewell, of San Francisco, 
by which the latter agreed to furnish m a­ 
terials for and completely m ake and finish 
necessary excavations, and the foundation 
and basement walls of the building, to 
bights specified in the plans, to commence 
work on October 1, 1860, and to finish the 
same w ithin ten m onths thereafter. 
The work was commenced and pushed 
with rapidity, and on the 15th of Xfay, 
1861, the corner stone was laid with impos­ 
ing Masonic ceremonies. 
The building 
was pushed with all possible rapidity. The 
biennial 
report 
of the Commissioners, 
published in December, 1865, showed that 
they had expended the sum of $191,951 10. 
In February, 1865, the first carload of 
granite for its construction arrived, and 
the superintending architect, XIr. Clark, 
assured the Commissioners that he would 
have the first story of the building com­ 
pleted hv the tim e the Legislature met. 
On 
November 30, 1865, the 
painting 
and decorating of the interior of the 
Capitol was completed, and the legislative 
cham bers were announced icady for the 
Senators ami Assemblymen. Reuben Clark, 
the supervising architect, was adjudged in­ 
sane and sent to the asylum at Stockton. 
February t, 1866. 
He had shown signs of 
insanity for several m onths. A. A. Bennett 
succeeded to the position of Superintend­ 
ent. The Suprem e Court-room was first oc­ 
cupied by the Court on tiie 3d of Decem­ 
ber, 1869. 
The first ease heard was the 
habeas corpus case of Nellie Sm ith and 
A nna Keating, concert saloon girls, before 
Judge Sanderson. 
Upon the final comple­ 
tion of the capitol the citizens of this city 
concluded to celebrate the event with a 
grand ball, which took place on the evening 
of December 15, 1S69. 
Dancing was in­ 
dulged in, in both the Senate and Assem­ 
bly chambers, and supper was served in 
the halls. The groups of figures which 
adorn the building were designed by P. 
Xlezzara, a sculptor in San Francisco. They 
are m ade of artificial stone.

The farmers of San Joaquin county are 
bitterly hostile to the legislation proposed 
by the so-called Irrigation Committee, and 
strongly favor public control of the water 
supplies of the State. They all adm it the 
necessity of irrigation nn a broad scale, and 
they regard the attem pt of individuals and 
corporations to acquire private ownership 
of the waters needed for that irrigation as 
an audacious outrage upon the rights of the 
people. They want irrigation, but they 
m ost emphatically refuse to sanction or 
indorse any legislation that will m ake the 
honest tiller of the soil a slave to water- 
grabbing monopolists. Private ownership 
and control of the waters of the State is far 
more to be dreaded than the objectionable 
law of riparian rights, which is altogether 
nspplicable to California, where a general 
system of irrigation is indispensable to ag­ 
ricultural prosperity.—Stockton Independent, 
If there be any one disposed to criticise 
the Governor for his prom pt and decisive 
action in convening the Legislature to con­ 
sider w ithout delay the present situation 
in respect to water rights— f there he any 
one of a carping turn of m ind—let him re­ 
flect that there is much to he done and but 
little tim e in which to d o it.

As things now 
stand, industry

State, development is 
checked and alarm and apprehension per­ 
vade the people. 
At any time injunctions 
may issue tinder the riparian decision 
against the appropriation of water for ag­ 
ricultural U'es, canals may he interfered 
with and the supply o f water shut off front 
farms, vineyards and orchards.—Los .-lu­ 
yeles Herald.

Proposed Irrig a tio n is Comisa.— In a 
recent issue of Water ard Land, a journal 
published in San Francisco, in the interest 
of irrigation, we 
find 
the follow ing: 
“ There is a large district of country in Co­ 
lusa county, west ot the Sacram ento river, 
and south of Stony creek, whose soil and 
surface is well adapted to irrigation, and 
on which wheat farm ing has proven al­ 
most profitless, because of great uncer­ 
tainty, insufficiency and irregularity of 
rainfall. 
W ith such results in the past 
when we have had a good m arket for wheat, 
what can be expected for future years 
for this district without irrigation, and 
witli 
the 
downward 
tendency 
of 
wheat m arket prospects. The possible 
advantages of irrigation to the west side ol 
the Sacramento valley, including the dis­ 
trict above referred to, were recognized as 
long ago as 1806, when the Legislature 
authorized a survey and estimate to he 
made for a canal for the purpose. Accord­ 
ing to the report of the engineer on his 
survey it was to be a m onster work, costing 
$11,381.000, extending from 
near 
Red 
Bluff to Suisun bay, serving for navigation 
and for the irrigation of 782,000 acres of 
land. The scheme was too big for the time. 
The general idea on sm aller scales lias been 
several times revived, and about two years 
ago an exam ination was m ade for a canal 
out from the Sacramento river a ta point 
near the Colusa and Teham a county line, 
to serve the district most needing irrigation 
first above referred to.”
